Be  it  known  that,  whereas  Abbott  Lawrence,  Mrs.  J.  Ellerton  Lodge, 
K.  E.  Apthorp,  Mrs.  Janies  K.  Mills,  A.  A.  Childs,  Sarah  W.  Thorndike, 
Kate  Gannett  Wells,  M.  L.  Pntnain,  Charles  F.  Shiinmin,  William  S. 
Whitwell,  L.  J.  B.  Lincoln  and  Frederic  Robbins  have  associated  them- 
selves with  the  intention  of  forming  a corporation  under  the  name  of 
the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
for  the  purpose  of  awakening  interest  in  the  abuses  to  which  children 
are  exposed  by  the  intemperance,  cruelty  or  cupidity  of  parents  and 
guardians,  and  to  help  the  enforcement  of  existing  laws  on  the  subject, 
procure  needed  legislation,  and  for  kindred  work,  and  have  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  in  such  case 
made  and  provided,  as  appears  from  the  certificate  of  the  President, 
Treasurer  and  Directors  of  said  corporation  duly  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Corporations  and  recorded  in  this  office:  — 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  B.  Peirce,  Seci’etary  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  do  hereby  certify  that  said  Abbott  Lawrence,  Mrs. 
J.  Ellerton  Lodge,  R.  E.  Apthorp,  Mrs.  James  K.  Mills,  A.  A.  Childs, 
Sarah  W.  Thorndike,  Kate  Gannett  Wells,  M.  L.  Putnam,  Charles  F. 
Shiinmin,  William  S.  Whitwell,  L.  J.  B.  Lincoln  and  Frederic  Robbins, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  legally  organized  and  established 
as,  and  are  hereby  made,  an  existing  corporation,  under  the  name  of 
the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
wdth  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the  limitations, 
duties  and  restrictions,  which  by  law  appertain  thereto.

Report  of  the  Ladies’  Home  Committee. 


Our  “ Home"  move.s  on  in  the  same  regular  way,  offer- 
ing a shelter  to  the  cruelly  treated,  and  showing  the  I.)eauty 
of  home  life  to  those  who  have  known  only  abuse  or 
neglect. 

Our  matron,  Miss  Macomber,  is  tender  and  loving,  and 
gives  to  each  little  one  a watchful  and  .sympathetic  care. 

Sometimes  our  children  remain  with  us  only  a few  days, 
giving  no  chance  for  permanent  impressions  ; even  under 
these  circumstances,  cases  of  insubordination  are  rare, 
each  child  falling  into  the  necessary  routine  easily  and 
happily.  Some  children  we  are  obliged  to  keep  for 
months,  from  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  homes. 
These  attend  school,  and  help,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the 
house.  From  those  whom  we  have  placed  in  homes  we 
hear  good  reports,  and  we  try  to  show  them  that  we  are 
still  interested  in  them  and  cai'e  to  know  about  them. 

The  children  have  many  little  ailments,  mostly  caused 
by  early  neglect,  and  this  3'ear  they  have  suffered  from 
the  influenza. 

’We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  Dr.  Winn  and  Dr. 
Cobb  for  their  generous  gifts  of  time  and  care. 

The  children  had  a p)leasant  Christmas,  through  the  kind- 
ness of  many  friends,  and  Miss  Alice  Kennedy  gave  them 
a very  pretty  Christmas  tree,  a supper,  and  gifts  both 
useful  and  attractive. 

AVe  hope  that  all  those  who  have  so  kindly  remembered 
us  in  the  past  by  gifts,  or  by  sewing  for  us,  will  continue 
to  do  so  in  the  future.

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Report  of  the  General  Agent. 


Our  members  and  tire  public  might  naturally  expect 
that  after  twelve  years  of  effort  we  could  report  a decrease 
of  our  work  and  the  necessity  for  it.  But  we  cannot 
successfully  meet  this  expectation,  and  while  we  have 
from  one  to  two  thousand  cases  each  year,  embracing 
four  thousand  children,  the  need  is  apparent.  The 
demand  is  constant,  the  development  continuous  and  the 
cases  as  sad  as  in  previous  years. 

The  more  intimate  knowledge  the  public  have  of  our 
action,  the  contidence  that  contideutial  reports  may  be 
made,  and  an  awakened  public  sentiment  for  the  recogni- 
tion of  children’s  rights, — these  alone  would  give  us 
increased  work  ; l)ut  the  influx  of  the  foreign  population, 
who  come  among  us  with  little  knowledge  of  and  little 
care  for  our  customs  and  our  laws,  increases  the  burdens 
of  the  community  and  adds  to  the  duties  of  this  society. 

If  the  causes  are  apparent,  none  the  less  it  is  our  duty 
to  strive  for  the  relief  of  the  distress,  — not  alone  because 
the  children  are  entitled  to  protection  and  rescue,  but  for 
the  building  up  of  a better  community  for  coming  years, 
by  lifting  the  children  to  become  better  members  of 
society  when  placed  under  influences  promotive  of  indus- 
try, order  and  sobriety.  This  we  feel  we  are  doing  when 
we  remove  children  from  the  neglectful,  criminal  and 
debasing  influences  under  which  we  find  them. 

It  is  a grateful  work  to  rescue  a child  from  the  physi- 
cal torture  to  which  he  is  subjected  by  brutal  and  intem- 
perate parents,  but  the  greater  good  is  to  transfer  him 
wdiere  he  can  breathe  purer  air  and  be  surrounded  by 
healthful  moral  influences. 
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Families  Broken  Up. 

Criticism  is  sometimes  made  of  our  work  because  we 
take  children  from  their  parents.  At  tirst  thought  one 
would  say  the  parent’s  home  is  the  natural  home  for  a 
child  ; but  we  contend  that  it  is  not  so,  when  we  show 
that  it  is  an  unfit  home.  The  parent’s  grief  at  the  loss  of 
their  children  should  not  be  considered  to  outweio;h  the 
children’s  welfare.  The  parent’s  rights  are  foi-feited  by 
their  misconduct.  A new  and  better  home  must  be  found 
and  an  adopted  parent  takes  the  place  of  the  natural  one  ; 
but  it  should  be  understood  that  we  never  take  children 
from  a home  where  honest  poverty  is  the  cause  of  the 
apparent  neglect,  but  we  resort  to  the  courts  when  the  neg- 
lect is  wilful.  If  we  can  induce  the  parents,  by  argument 
or  fear,  to  abandon  their  dissolute  habits,  we  gladly  give 
them  an  opportunity  and  a warning  wdien  there  is  hope  of 
reform,  presenting,  as  we  do,  the  alternative  of  aliandon- 
ing  their  intoxicants  or  losing  their  children.  AVe  often 
find  the  most  etfectual  way  to  protect  the  children  is  to 
send  one  or  both  parents  to  some  institution,  under  the 
dipsomania  law  or  the  law  for  the  punishment  of  drunk- 
enness. AVhere  one  parent  is  worthy  we  never  remove 
the  children,  but,  if  possible,  secure  the  removal  of  the 
unworthy  one,  leaving  the  children  to  be  protected  by 
other  processes. 

AVe  regret  to  say  that  intemperance  among  women  does 
not  cease,  and  through  that  greater  neglect  of  children 
ensues. 

As  we  have  said  in  previous  reports,  two-thirds  of  the 
cases  reported  originate  in  the  use  or  abuse  of  intoxicat- 
ing drinks.

The  Courts. 

It  gratifies  us  very  much  to  find  that  we  have  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  magistrates  when  cases  are  brought  liefore 
them.  The}^  readily  see  that  we  have  no  motive  but  the 
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good  of  the  child,  and  while  not  unmindful  of  the 
parental  rights,  they  take  such  action  as  the  best  interests 
of  the  child  demands.  In  the  majority  of  cases  they  sus- 
pend judgment  for  several  months,  placing  the  children  in 
the  tem})orary  custody  of  others,  giving  to  parents  an 
opportunity  by  reformation  to  show  themselves  worthy  to 
secure  their  children.  We  are  obliged  to  say  that  in  but 
few  cases  is  this  result  attained. 

One  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  recently  said, 
in  a case  of  ours  which  had  been  appealed  from  the  pro- 
bate court : “If  this  had  been  an  hundred  years  ago, 
when  the  parental  right  was  deemed  suprenie,  the  child 
would  have  been  restored  to  the  parent,  and  so  much  the 
worse  for  the  child.  But  we  do  not  thus  view  the  ques- 
tion now.  AVe  must  first  consider  what  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  child,  and  other  considerations  are 
secondary.” 

Rescued  Children  do  not  Grieve. 

It  would  naturally  be  supposed  that  children  taken 
from  their  homes  and  parents  by  our  agents,  strangers  to 
them,  would  be  unhap})y.  This  is  seldom  the  case,  but 
they  submit  and  seem  glad  at  the  transfer.  Doubtless 
this  submission  is  due  in  part  to  their  familiarity  with 
scenes  of  excitement  and  changes  of  surroundings,  but 
largely,  we  believe,  because  they  have  little  attachment 
to  their  own  homes.  This  makes  the  work  of  rescue  less 
painful. 

Brutality  by  Blows,  and  Other  Torture. 

AVhile  there  is  still  too  much  of  this  crime,  as  the 
weapons  we  have  collected  testify,  we  have  fewer  cases 
reported  than  formerly.  Of  course  such  cruelty  would 
be  likely  to  be  perpetrated  in  secret ; but  we  believe  the 
fear  of  the  law,  and,  we  hope,  a conviction  that  such 
treatment  is  not  curative,  restrains  many  parents,  and 
children  escape  much  misery  they  would  otherwise  suffer. 
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Neglect  is  Cruel, 

although  no  blows  are  struck.  Sympathy  is  at  once 
excited  when  a beating  is  witnessed  ; while  we  feel  that 
the  sutfering  is  much  greater,  often,  from  neglect  of 
needed  clothing,  food  and  shelter.  These  may  he  con- 
tinued week  after  week,  while  a llagellation  gives  acute 
pain  for  a short  time,  hut  the  wound  soon  heals.  Both 
acts  should  be  punished,  hut  we  make  the  distinction  to 
induce  people  to  realize  that  sutfering  is  not  contined  to 
acts  which  are  usually  called  cruelty. 

Defectives. 

Our  elforts  are  demanded  in  behalf  of  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb,  feeble-minded  and  diseased  children,  where  con- 
tinued suffering  and  neglect  is  increased  by  the  ignorance  or 
inhumanity  of  their  parents.  Fortunately  there  are  insti- 
tutions ready  to  receive  such,  but  it  often  requires  time 
and  eftbrt  to  overcome  the  opposition  of  parents,  and  to 
secure  admission  of  the  children. 

Other  "Work 

is  done  in  cases  of  guardianship  and  adoption,  in  watching 
baby-farms,  the  performances  of  children  as  acrobats, 
dancers,  etc  , in  dime  museums,  and  checking  peddling 
by  children,  contrary  to  law. 

The  Nox-support  Law 

and  its  enforcement  occupies  much  of  our  time.  Many 
fathers  find  the  gratification  of  their  appetites  a greater 
attraction  than  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  their  wives 
and  children.  The  fear  of  the  penalty  of  this  law  con- 
trols many ; but  we  are  constantly  bringing  men  into 
court  for  this  oftence,  and  they  are  either  committed  to 
the  House  of  Correction  or  placed  on  probation  for  a 
limited  period,  with  an  injunction  to  provide  for  their 
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families.  We  often  accomplish  this  without  court  process, 
and  many  other  cases  are  controlled  by  information  given 
to  the  wives  at  the  office,  who  hold  the  penalty  over 
their  husbands.  If  such  men  escape  into  other  States  the 
law  does  not  reach  them,  but  by  the  aid  of  kindred  socie- 
ties in  those  States  we  find  them,  and  through  fear  of 
exposure  and  loss  of  their  situation  they  are  induced  to 
remit  aid  to  their  families.  In  some  cases  a tine  is 
imposed,  and  this,  by  the  statute,  may  be  paid  to  the 
family. 

Runaways. 

It  is  not  strange,  when  we  consider  the  unattractive 
homes  in  which  many  children  dwell,  that  some  volun- 
tarily escape  from  them  and  seek  a home  among 
strangers.  Roj’s  and  girls  of  this  character  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  police  or  kindly  disposed  persons,  and  are 
brought  to  us.  Some  of  those  may  be  called  professional 
runaways,  who  are  wanderers  from  choice.  They  l)ecome 
very  expert  in  falsifying,  and  it  is  often  with  difficulty 
that  the  truth  can  ])e  discovered,  and  much  time  is  occu- 
pied with  a single  case.  But  the  work  ought  to  be  done, 
for  if  unrestrained  liberty  is  given  such  boys  and  girls, 
ruin  is  likely  to  follow.  Some  escape  from  and  to  other 
States,  and  we  are  called  upon  to  seek  out  their  homes 
and  restore  them,  if  the  homes  are  suitable,  or  to  place 
them  elsewhere  under  the  law.  This  work  is  done  by 
correspondence  with  kindred  societies  in  other  States,  of 
which  there  are  now  nearly  two  hundred  in  this  country. 

“ Fkeaks.” 

This  is  another  name  for  deformed  men,  women  and 
children,  who  are  exhibited  at  dime  museums.  The  law 
that  we  secured  in  1884  is  limited  to  minors,  and  such  we 
have  been  enabled  to  keep  from  the  public  eye.  They 
make  a disgusting  exhibition  at  best,  and,  aside  from  the 
cruelty  to  the  child,  there  are  contingent  evils  from  ante- 
natal influences,  which  are  apparent  to  thoughtful  pei’sons. 
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Child  Life-insurance. 

"We  find  in  English  reports  that  parents  are  charged 
with  insuring  the  lives  of  their  children,  in  order,  by 
neglect,  if  by  no  worse  crime,  to  destroy  the  child  to 
secure  the  insurance.  We  have  taken  pains  to  incpiire 
into  this  practice  here,  but  have  found  no  evidence  of 
such  intent,  although  many  insure  their  children’s  lives, 
and  use  the  proceeds,  in  case  of  death,  to  provide  for 
funeral  expenses. 

Coi:ntry  Towns. 

It  is  often  said  that  cases  needing  investigation  and 
action  are  mostly  confined  to  cities,  but  we  are  com- 
pelled to  say  that  some  of  the  worst  cases  are  found  in 
remote  country  districts.  Our  agents  in  these  towns, 
being  unpaid  except  for  special  services,  cannot  lie 
expected  to  search  for  cases,  although  usually  read}"  to 
investi2:ate  when  informed  of  them.  We  have  one  or 
more  agents  in  every  town  in  the  State.  The  people  in 
such  localities,  often  hesitate  to  report  cases,  fearing 
personal  criticism,  or  a neighborhood  excitement.  If 
reported  to  us  we  notify  the  local  agent,  or  send  an  office 
agent  to  assist  or  to  act  independently.  Some  town 
authorities,  cognizant  of  cases  needing  action,  delay 
reporting  them,  lest  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  children 
shall  be  charged  to  the  town.  They  ought  to  see  that  it 
may  prove  an  unwise  economy,  if  the  child  becomes  a 
criminal  as  well  as  dependent.  And,  surely,  to  put  dol- 
lars against  souls  is  a practice  no  humane  man  would 
approve.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  the  society  receives  little 
financial  aid  from  inland  towns. 


Losses  by  Death. 

Death  has  made  sad  inroads  upon  our  board  of  govern- 
ment during  the  year,  by  the  removal  of  Josiah  G.  Abbott, 
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Philip  L.  Moen,  Patrick  T.  Jackson,  James  Russell 
Lowell  and  Charles  F.  Shimmin,  vice-presidents  of  the 
society,  all  of  whom  have  held  that  office  for  ten  years, 
and  have  favored  us  with  the  intiuence  of  their  well- 
known  and  honored  names.  Mr.  Shimmin  was  also  an 
active  member  of  the  board  of  directors,  regular  in  his 
attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  board.  Resolutions  were 
adopted  in  view  of  his  death,  which  commended  “ his 
never-failing  interest,  his  ready  helpfulness,  and,  what 
■was  a constant  Ijlessing,  his  hearty  good  spirits.” 


Co-operation. 

AVe  are  glad  to  report  a kindly  spirit  of  co-operation  in 
our  work  by  the  police,  associated  charities,  missionaries, 
truant  officers  and  the  officers  of  children’s  homes  and 
charitable  and  humane  organizations.  AVe  cannot  better 
conclude  this  record  than  by  quoting  from  our  last 
report : — 

AIore  Means  Needed. 

If  our  prosperous  citizens  could  realize  that  there  are 
hundreds  of  children  in  this  State  who  go  to  bed  hungry, 
with  insufficient  clothing  both  day  and  night ; in  care  of 
a drunken  mother ; trembling  when  they  hear  their  cruel 
father’s  step  upon  the  stair ; beaten  and  cursed  for  no 
cause  except  the  malignity  of  an  intoxicated  man,  — if 
these  truths  were  really  pressed  home  upon  the  men  and 
■nmmen  of  Massachusetts,  our  society  would  be  richly 
endowed,  and  '^'e  should  be  able  to  accomplish  more  than 
our  present  means  will  justify.

Extracts  from  the  Coxstitutiox. 

“ Art.  III.  The  society  shall  consist  of  benefactors,  life 
members,  annual  members,  contributors  and  honorary  members. 
Benefactors  shall  be  those  who  pay  one  hundred  dollars  or  more 
at  one  time  to  the  society  ; life  members,  those  who  pay  fifty 
dollars  ; annual  members,  those  wdio  pay  five  dollars  per  year  ;

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Statistics. 


Our  records  show  that  from  1880  to  1886  iuclusive,  we 
investigated  an  average  of  780  new  cases,  each  year,  involv- 
ing 1,7G5  children.  If  we  include  the  old  cases  reinvestigated 
it  would  add  about  half  as  many  more.  From  1887  to  1890, 
including  the  old  cases  reinvestigated,  we  find  1,612  cases, 
involving  4,150  children  each  year. 

Of  these,  by  average,  1,768  had  intemperate  fathers;  1,114 
had  intemperate  mothers  ; 475  had  no  fathers  ; 593  no  mothers  ; 
413  had  a parent  in  prison  ; 108  were  illegitimate. 

An  average  of  883  were  placed  in  homes,  institutions  or  fami- 
lies. We  had  300  cases  in  court  each  year.

There  is  too  much  stereotyped  character  to  the 
record  to  make  it  interestino;  or  instructive.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  there  is  an  absence  of  brutality  by  blows, 
and  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  make  such  a record.

Boy  three  smoked  a pipe  and  drank  beer.  One  of  the  worst 
cases  ever  in  court.  Children  committed  to  care  of  the  State. 

11474.  Two  children,  four  and  two.  Mother  intemperate 
and  immoral.  Has  been  in  prison  for  drunkenness.  House  a 
bad  resort.
